TWIN FALUi — Natural, gaa 
users, many of them senior 
citizens, Monday accused the 
state's largest gas supplier of 
penalizing them for saying fuel.. • ' 

"We were asked to conserve 
and we did as we wore asked. Sq.^ 
DOW we must pay a hl^er rate .to . 
compensate for conservation," 
senior citizens representative 
MUdred Howard told the Idaho 
-Public Utilities Commission at a 
pu)}ltcr hearing concmiing the 
'iluermoun^ln Gas Co.'s request 
tor a rate Increase. . 
- Officials of Intcrmountabi Gas 
denied they are passing 6n losses 
III revenue from thistonier con- 
servation. Company Attorney 
Tom Ambrose said' inflation and 
higher operating costs- not 
coosorvatlon- have caused them 
to seek a$5.5 million rate hike. 
.' But John Harris of the Cherry 
Hill. Coalition In Burley accused 
the utility of requesting the Irate 
Increase In order to make up for 
money ItJpst when customers cut 
down on Yuel consumption last 
winter, 

. Harris was Joined In opposition 
by busloads of senior cltlzenS 
from all eight Magic Valley 
Counties. Representatives of the 
seniors told the conunlsion they 
would have to choose iKtween 
"heat or eat," If the rate increase 
goes through. 

Harris quoted testimony pres-' 
ented at an earlier PUC liearing 
by Intermountain G^ official 
William Glynn. In that testimony - 
Glyiin ^iparently blanled the 
need (or a rate hike on fuel 
savings.. 

Harris quoted Glynn as telling 
the POC "a sales decline resulted 
in lower revenues to Uie com- 
pany." The decline was "due to 



conservation on the part oi these 
(residential and. commercial) 
customejcs," according to 9 
btutscTlpt of the testimony. 

Company Attorney Tom 
Ambrose bad opened Monday's 
hearing by declaring the revenue 
losses "had no bearing" on the 
company's request for a rate 
hM^ease. Ambrose said the rate 
. Increase mostly will cover Infla- 
tion and risUig natural gas costs. 

During his testimony he re- 
peatedly referred to cost and 
revenue charts that showed the 
average residential customer 
paid 1100 less last year because of 
conservation.

financial officer for the company, 
explained conservation losses 
were the "smallest part of. the 
Increase" in Intermbuntaln's 
costs, 

At one pohit Mark Zuckerman 
of the Chem' Hill Coalition 
covered a chart with an Inter- 
mountain Gas pamphlet called 
"How to Conserve Energy," and 
called the rate request "de- 
ceitful." 

Phil Sampson, director of the 
Area Agency on Aging, said 



Magic Valley senior citizens 
spend one fifth of their income on 
natural gas. Seniors here are hit' 
worse, Sampson said, because 
they have the lowest mean 
income and highest housing costs 
In the state. 

Mildred Howard of the Idaho 
Office of Aging drew a standing 
. ovation after her testimony, in 
which she said seniors will be 
"forced to "heat or eat" if gas 
rates rise. 

"They will have to choose 



whether to buy food and wear 
heavy clothing and wrap In a 
blanket to keep warm or haVe' 
very little to ea and pay their 
heating bill," Mrs. Howard said. 

She arranged for busses to 
bring over €0 senior citizens from 
Burley, Twin Falls, Shoshone and 
Kimberly to the hearing. Several 
of the seniors spoke out against 
the rate hike. 

But Intermountain Gas officials 
said It Is low income families, not 
seniors, who default on gas bills. 



"One way or another senior 
citizens are finding ways to pay 
their bUls," Glynn said. 

PUC Commissioner Perry 
Swisher called tm opponents of 
the Increase to offer alternatives 
to the hicrease. Swisher said the 
commission Is recommending 
natin^ gas a s a heat system 
because electric and oil rates are 
rising even faster than gas. 

The PUC will hold a second 
bearing hi Boise July 9 before 
issuing a ruling on the request: 



'Feedback meters' aid energy conservation 



WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
"feedback meter" that may do 
for fuel gluttons .what bathroom 
scales do for heavy eaters was 
unveiled Monday by the De- 
partment fEnerev. 

Formally called "energy cost 
Indicators," the devices will be 
Installed In the next year In 100 



homes In four U.S. and two 
Canadian cities. 

The meters, which also function 
as digital electric clock, show In 
dollars and cents the amount of 
natural gas and electricity being 
consumed at a given moment. 

By pressing certain .buttons, 
occupants can tell at a glance 



how much It costs to run various > 
appliances, and the amount saved 
when consc'rvation Is practiced. 

In preliminary tests, the de- 
partment said, fuel costs were cut 
about 10 percent hi homes where 
consumers had such Information 
constantly available rather than 
havlne to wait for monthly bilis< 



"Research has shown that Just 
as a scale helps a dieter, 
immediate aqd understandable 
feedback on the effects of their 
actions helps people better con- 
trol" their energy uses, the 
department said. . 

Cities participating In the 
large-scale demonstration, which 
will start this fall, are Boston, 



Dallas, Minneapolis, the San 
Francisco area, Montreal and 
Vancouver. 

. Energy officials expressed hope 
the devices eventually will be 
sold at retail for between $50 and 
$100. In the United States, 15 
percent of the purchase price 
may be written off as an energy 
conservation tax credit.

Reactor shutdown 
for check ordered 



WASHINGTON (UPI) . - The 
Nuclear RcgulStory Commission 
said Monday It plans to order 33 
reactors manufactured by 
Westinghouse and Combustion 
Engineering to shut down within 90 
days so they can be checked for a 
potfintial piping leak. 

NRC spokesman Clara Miles said 
an Inspection for the same problem 
also Is being ordered for the nine 
nuclear reactors made by Babcock 
and. Wilcox, although no deadline 
was set for completion. 

Ms. MUes said the NRC order will 
give utilities that- operate 
Westinghouse and Combustion 
— Bn^ncerlng~reaelorB-»-days-to 
Inspect for cracks In stress-prone 
pipes, which siqjply water to the 
reactor steam generators. 

"What we're concerned about is 
how extreme It Is, and If you have a 
CTnck there, you have to fix it," she 
said. 

The pipes In question are part of 
the reactor's secondary cooling loop 
aind do not carry radioactive water, 
said Westinghouse spokesman Gene 
Ci^^a. He said an abundance of 
backup cooling systems woud pre- 
vent leakage from any such cracks 



from developing into a crisis. 

"If the pipes would burst, the 
plant would obviously be shut 
down," he said. 

Curella said 13 of his company's 25 
licensed commercial reactors al- 
ready had been checked for the 
problem. 

"Seven had no cracks," he said. 
"Six had cracks that were slight or 
not so slight — enough to be 
corrected." 

A spokesman for Combustion 
Engineering said he did not know 
how many of the eight licensed 
reactors his company built have 
been Inspected by the iUtUitles that 
-(^ratothem. : 

On May 25, the NRC alerted all 
electric utilities operating pre- 
ssurized water reactors to a possible 
cracking problem after the Indiana 
and Michigan Electric Co. discov- 
ered leaks In the feedwater pipes of 
Its two Westinghouse units, officials 
said. 

Reactors made by General 
Electric were not alfected by the 
order because, GE's boiling water 
system dlf.'ers from the pressurized 
water system used by the other 
three leading makers.

The regu- 
lations do not require companies to 
Issue certificates to atl policy 
holders by July 1.

It was Included this year by 
Assessor William Kersey on the 
grounds that only the commissioners 
could exempt property.

the city needed an Industrial area to provide 
employment for those In the area and tax revenues. 

However, Gooding City Council President Bob Mollne 
said he had heard of such a move but said he didn't 
think it would come about because of the^ state law 
requiring the land be sold at Jhe highest public bid. • 

Gov. John V. Evans, a member of the Land Board, 
said It was the board's duly to get full market value

\ North's two notrump was 
one of those unusual 
notrumps. It showed no de- 
sire at all to play notrump 
and merely told partner that 
he, North, had a club-<iiB- 
mond two-suit hand. 

Bast didn't have anything 
like a foiir-spadc hand. But 
he knew his opponents and 
was certain that South would 
not be shut out. And East felt' 



that he- had the right medi- 
cine for a high minor suit 
contract, so he bid four 
spades. 

South really should have 
passed. He knew that his 
partner would be short In 
hearts and that four spades' 
might well be act; At those 
tables where WcSt did play 
four spades, most' declarers 
went down two tricks 
agolnst-.a heart lead' to 
South's ace. a diamond re- 
turn won by North, then ,a 
secpnd diamond taken by 
North, a dlomond ruff and a 
"heart ruff.

By MURRAY J. BROWN 
NEW YORK (UPi; - ReoeaUon 
vehicles — or RVs as they are 
commonly known — are expected to 
sell in record numbers again this year 
d^lte concern over gas supplies. 
However, tbe 1979 RV market wlU 
prove to be dlffc3«it than hi the 
previous 15 to 20 years, accordhig to 
one exp^ in tbe field. 
• , Robot C. Honke, Ford Division RV- 
sales manager, said tbe market had 
been dominated for years by large 
trailer homes but In tbe last couple of 
years the sales swing has been in the 
direction of motorized campers, 
Uicluding customized vans and pickup 
trucks. In 1713. for Instance, vans and 



mini-homes rept^esented only 12 per- 
cent of all RV salea^ Today, they 
compromise almost 55 patent. 

"This major shift to smaller trailers 
and vans, pickups and off-road 
vdllcles ' Is due mainly to rising 
gasoline prices and an industry-wide 
downsizing of cars and engines to 
meet strict Fedwal fuel economy 
standards," Hwike told a press con* 
foencehiNewYoTk. 

"Even so, we expect industry sales 
of travti traUvs, motor homes, vans 
and pickups will Indease a healthy 10 
pment over 1978, vrtilch itself was a 
record year. By yeaiend RV sales

Architect Gertrude Kerbls says 
rehabilitating old buildings can be an 
inexpensive way to go — and can even 
be less expensive than a home In the 
suburbs.

Kobs says. "If you're strapped 
financially, this can really be a good 

dew.". 

."^She is currently rehabblng a build- 
ing for her own twme and office. She 
figures some sudi structiuxs can cost

^^or Instance, she estimated 
conservatively that a three-bedroom 
condo h) Chicago costs $65 a square 
foot. A three-bedroom home in the 
suburbs costs atmut }45 a square foot.

£3ie said her own rehabbed building 
works out to about $25 a square foot 
because she was the first hi the area 
to buy for rehabblng.

'Tor those reasons Ms. Kerbls 
advises proq)ectlve rehabbers to. 
omsider their situation and goals. 

"Each building is a dlffu^ case," 
she said. "You can't come up with 
hard and fast rules. It's sort of like 
being a doctor — you bave to study 
each operation." 

Ms. K^ls said successful rehabil- 
itation can be loaded with pitfalls: She 
reconunends the following geno'al 
steps to help pave tbe way ; 



• Carefully choose on area you 
want to live in. Many that ore ripe for 
rdiabblng are on the fringes of 
fashionable neighborhoods: 

• But watch out for gang areas. A 
rdiabbing that wo'rics can start a 
chain reaction that leads to a revival 
of the neighborhood. But if it Is in a 
bad area and the neighborhood bon- 
tlnues to slide downhill, you may And 
yourself in an undesirable place. 

• Cruise the neighborhood to con- 
duct a "windshield visibility study, 
looting for buildhigs that meet your 
needs." 

• Before buying, bring In a 
professional builder or architect to 
conduct a "brick and mortar" survey . 
Just to be si^. "It's well worth tbe 
money," Ms. Kerbls said, although 
'rehatA>n^ should make sure pro- 
fessionals don't influence them to 
spend more than they want. 

- • Come up with a budget and 
dieckllst of tiling that must be done, 
"even though you always seem to tw 
q}endfng m{R^ and more. " 

^TTWl&i pays to contract work 
yourself rather than go through a 
general contractor', which can be 
more expensive. "Check with authori- 
ties about buildhig permits and ffre 
code regulations." 

• In ov^liaullng. It often' pays to 
rewire and iqigrade plumbing lines 
"wtiUe the walls are down, ottidwise 
ifyou do iltato- It can get expensive." 

• It could be a good Idea to live In 

~ the- IwUdlng t)efore or during wuik to~ 
get an Idea of \^t should be done. 

• It's always wise to bistall smoke 
and fh:e alarmaand take other safety 
measures. 

"TtK biggest problem," she said, 
"is patience and underatanding — 
underatandlng that It takes time. If 
you'^re llvtag thrae whlleyou r^iab It, 
you have to get used to living with 
something that's not quite right or 
done. You need.patienco and it can be 
hardwork. 

"But It's really a delight and fun.

South Park Ranches is an 18,000- 
acre, bankrupt develophient In the 
plctinesque but poverty-stricken area 
of Park County. It's located southwest 
of the Pike National Forest, about IDO 
miles . southwest of Denver. The 
original developer. South Park Land 
& Livestock Co.,'poured millions of 
dollars hito the project In the eariy 
1970s. 

But like so many other jlevdopers, 
the company was crippled by the 
en->rgy crisis as a capital shortage 
and conservation concerns left many 
Investors on the sidelines. In 1975, the

The South Parte sales office was 
dosed, v/ith the nearest oth^ office 60 
miles away In Cdtn^do Springs. The 
property had no water or sewer or - 
telephone lines. Other than dirt roads, 
you'd be starting from sd-atdi. 

Doris Haag, a Hartsd resident, said 
that "about twice a week In the 
summer, pei^le stop In town asking 
where their p'ropmy Is. I can't 
t)elleve anybody would buy land 
withiMit first Inqiectlng It. The comt 
wants to unload this land quickly.
